Ireliiiul in Foliticnl Confusion

With Pessimism ns to Out-

come Prcvniling.

Dtni.tN-- . May 7. A week which may
be momentous for Ireland opens with a
state of political confusion, which dis-
courages even tho most modest specula-
tion. On the whole a spirit of pessimism
prevails. Nationalist sentiment continues
to grow stronger against any thought
at partition, and Unionist Ulster, If one
Is to Judge by the newspapers, remains
Inexorable. The situation Is not Im-
proved by the unceasingly definite de-
mand of the official Nationalists, basedon the exigencies of tho war and thepresumed support of American opinion,
that Ulster be coerced.

It is now believed that Lloyd George'splan for an Irish settlement will be
based on the principle of county option.
A solution Is Just possible. UnionistLister may be persuaded to accept theloss of or risk of losing Fermanagh
and Tyrone. In that event the official
Nationalists might accept the plan.

The unknown element la the Sinn FeinPrty. It will certainly reject countyoption, but whether its opposition will
be strong enough to kill the plan re-
mains to be seen. Last week, for In-
stance, a dozen leading Unionists ofTralee declared their anxiety for an Im-
mediate settlement. This overture was
Instantly rejected by the Kerry county
council, which also passed a resolution
In favor of the Sinn Fein candidate from
South Longford.

Irish Unionists rogret that American
and other foreign opinion In Its honest
desire for a settlement, does not appear
to realize the enormous difficulties of theproblem. They think, however, that If
the Prime Minister produces a reallygenerous scheme and Nationalist Irelandrejects it. the world will be willing toput the blame In the right quarter.

Powerful representations are aboutto be made to Premier Lloyd George and
the War Cabinet representatives of laborns to their view of the Imperative urg-
ency of a settlement of the Irish ques-
tion, the Pall .Val! Gatette understands.
It Is generally understood, adds thenewspaper, that unless a satisfactory
settlement Is quickly reached, tho Labor
members of the Government may be com-
pelled to reconsider their position.

SALVATION IN SHIPS,

SAYS NAVAL EXPERT';

British Writer Also Calls for
Stoel and Workmen From

United States.

London. May S. Archibald S. Hurd

In an article to which the Daily
7Vff OMM 'i c4veft nrnmlnenc. tn.il.t naf
nestly reiterates hla plans for energetic
shipbuilding to meet the losses caused
by the submarine war. He appeals
strongly for American help. In addition
to the effort which ho declares to bo
essential here.

"Greater efforts on our part must be
undertaken without delay," he says. "It
le folly to hope that the Admiralty will
dlivover a complete antUloto. Tho navy
1 doing all that can be done, but our
salvation lies In ships, tho building of
which mut bo with tho utmost
speed If we are tn be rescued from a
poMtlon which conceivably intent prove
our undoing."

The writer declares that the construe-tlo- n

to l driven into a corner the output
must be trebled and .1,000.000 tons com-
pleted within the next twelve months.
